The  buttle  in  all 
their  ports  the  neareft  to  London,  the 
inarching  of  troops  and  artillery  to  the 
coalls  :  thefe  movements  have  been  re- 
peatedly ftated  ;  and  in  in.-  Pans  journals 
to  the  7th,  which  we  received  yefterday, 
vre  find  a  circular  letter  of  very  great 
importance  from  the  maritime  prefect, 
at  Angers,  to  th«  fub-prefeds.  It  is 
there  announced,  that  "  the  French  iol- 
diers  having  obtained  peace  on  the 
continent  by  conqueft,  it  remains  for  the 
French  feamen  to  obtain  peace  on  the 
feas  by  conqueft  likewife.  The  tafk  ol 
the  fo'ldiers  is  fulfilled  ;  that  of  the  iai- 
lors  is  beginning— the  moment  approach- 
es—armaments  are  ordered  in  all  the 
ports  of  the  republic,  and  the  feamen  are 
to  be  put  in  requilition."  This  letter  has 
not  been  officially  publifhed  by  the  French 
government,  which,  fo  far  from  being  of- 
tentati oul  refpeding  the  preparations  a- 
gainft  Britain,  cor.duds  them  with  the 
greateft  feciecy.  The  French  papers 
are  nearly  filent  on  the  fubjed,  and  the 
bed  intslligence  we  obtain  is  from  the 
Hamburgh  paper,  fent  to  us  by  a  private 
correfpondent  at  Bruffels.  In  addition 
to  this  letter  of  the  maritime  prefect,  we 
find  that  admiral  Winter  isftritfly  order- 
ed to  fail  the  moment  the  equinoxial 
gales  drive  the  Englilh  fleet  from  the 
coaft  of  Holland.  He  is  defired  to  join 
the  flotilla,  "  the  advanced  guard,"  under 
admiral  Latouche,  at  Boulogne.  If  thefe 
circumftances  do  not  induce  minifters  to 
take  fome  precaution,  they  will  be  as 
criminal  as  thofe  who  affert  "  the  alarm 
of  invafion  is  all  minillerial  humbug." 

On  Monday  we  not  only  ftated  the  de- 
parture of  the  guards,  and  of  the  duke 
of  York  to  review  the  coalls,  but  that 
the  negotiation  had  approached  an  im- 
portant crifis,  and  that  fomething  deci- 
sive in  it  was  to  be  immediately  done  at 
Weymouth.  Mr.  Addington  left  town 
for  that  place,  foon  after  the  important 
conference  at  the  duke  of  York's  on 
Friday,  at  which  the  rupture  of  the  ne- 
gotiations was  not  only  forefeen,  but  the 
refolution  taken  of  increafing  our  means 
of  defence,  in  confequence  of  private  in- 
formation. Mr.  Addington  returns  this 
day.  What  the  fteps  are,  which  have 
been  taken  in  refped  to  the  treaty,  we 
do  not  know  ;  but  it  is  reported  by  well 
informed  perfons,  that  minifters  having 
about  a  fot  night  ago  made  certain  propo- 
rtions to  Buonaparte,  in  the  form  of  an 
ultimatum,  v/ith  the  defign  of  prefling 
him  to  a  decifion,  and  to  bring  about  an 
open  and  regular  treaty,  he  has  demanded 
the  reftitution  of  the  colonies  of  the  allies 
of  France,  as  a  preliminary. — Upon 
this,  it  was  on  Friday  refolved,  at  the 
conference  at  York  houfe,  to  prepare 
againft  invafion,  and  to  fend  Mr.  Adding- 
ton to  the  king,  with  a  view  of  taking 
fome  important  ttep.  Perhaps  the  nego- 
tiation will  be  broken  off,  and  fomething 
publifhed  immediately  ;  but  if  is  more  in 
the  character  of  the  prefent  minifters  to 
fend  couriers  to  Paris  ;  and  the  farce 
rnay  ftill  be  kept  up  till  the  meeting  of 
parlij^ent,  as  the  denouement  will  then 
have^^fcich  more  ferviceable  effect  on 
the  pul^p. 

Two  mails  arrived  yefterday,  all  that 
were  due  from  Hamburgh.  With  them 
came  Mr.  Vick,  with  difpatches  from 
Vienna,  and  a  mefljnger  from  St.  Peterf. 
burg,  with  the  ratification  of  the  treaty 
concluded  between  this  country  and  Ruf- 
fia.  From  the  foreign  journals  we  learn, 
however,  that  this  treaty  is  not  much 
liked  by  Sweden,  and  ftill  lefs  by  Den- 
mark. This, it  it  faid,  detains  Duroc  at 
St.  Peterfbugh.  France  takes  an  active 
intereft  in  the  fubjed,  &  the  interchange 
of  meffengers  is  very  frequent.  The  em- 
peror of  Ruffia  is  faid  to  have  deterred 
the  French  from  land.ng  troops  in  Euro- 
pean Turkey.  The  French  foldiers  ar- 
rived at  Malta,  cannot  have  belonged  to 
Bellaird's  army,  no  part  of  which  could 
have  left  F'gypt  fo  early  as  the  nth  of 
Julv,  the  day  on  which  thefe  troops  reach- 
ed Malta.  Two  thoufand  Swifs  and  Con- 
L,jrr  troop«  have  arrived  at  Malta,  on 
way/to  Egypt,  and  3000  Englidi 


have' Ltcly  "paffed  by  from  the  weflern 
Teas  for  the  lame  place. 

Septemher  12. 
A  fecond  and  more  conliderable  divifi- 
on  of  lord  Nelfon's  force  failed  from  the 
Downs  for  Boulogne  on  Thurfday.  It 
tonlifted  of  the  York,  of  64,  and  lfis,  of 
54  guns,  with  feveral  other  rhipsof  war. 
—His  lordlhip  on  Wednefday  received 
intelligence  by  one  of  our  armed  veffels, 
that  the  rne,'i:)'s  flotilla  had  moved  out 
•0f  the  harbour  to  Boulogne  roads,  the 
*iads  having  abated.  Hence  a  fulpicion 
Itf&fcof  their  delign  to  put  to  lea.  By 
ou»j^argate  letter,  it  appears  the  fmall 
ihips  of  war  in  the  roads  there,  have 
been  put  in  motion  to  join  lord  Nellon  in 
the  Downs,  no  doubt ;  and  it  is  faid,  his 
lordlhip  will  himfelf  put  to  fea  to  pre- 
vent the  movements  of  the  enemy,  who, 
it  is  believed,  will  attempt  to  bring  the 
fleet  of  gun  boats  that  is  in  Calais  out  ol 
that  place  to  Boulogne.  Notwithllanding 
recent  events,  the  parties  v/ill  again 
come  to  blows,  if  the  French  again  come 
within  their  reach. 

The  Paris  journals  to  the  9th,  which 
were  received  yefterday,  confirm  the 
former  intelligence  of  the  Chapter  of 
Mun  ter  having  poftponed  the  election  of 
a^lhkrpat  the  inftadce  of  the  king  of 
PrWit'  No  doubt  can  be  entertained  ol 
^heXarVof  that  Bifhopric.  Prullia  mult 
have  taken  fo  decided  a  line  of  con- 
dud  in  confequence  of  the  fupport  of 
France.  In  return  (he  is  fufpected  of  a 
wilh  to  revive  the  armed  neutrality  of 
the  North,  or  at  leaft  to  embroil  Great 
Britaii  on  the  fubjed.  The  emperor 
Alexander  has  foliated  Prullia  in  vain, 
to  accede  to  the  convention  of  the  17th 
of  June.  Sweden  is  diffatisfied  with  it, 
and  Denmark  withholds  her  approbation. 
It  is  not  unlikely  that  a  new  ftorm  may 
arife  out  of  thefe  elements.  Pi  uflia  will 
be  as  defirous  of  diminiih^Cthe  power 
of  thecourtof  Peterfburg,  bfcJRiing  over 
hepntereft,  and  placing  aTfieV  defoti- 
nmarlc  and  Sweden, 
tail  that  of  Aultria 
n  the  German  Empire. 

The  funds  again  fell  yefterday.  No 
man  entertains  any  hopes  of  the  negotia- 
tion ;  indeed  fome  report  that  it  is  on  the 
eve  of  breaking  off.

"  I  received  a  few  days  paft,  a  letter 
from  a  number  of  American  inafters  who 
had  been  captured  and  carried  into  the 
Spanifh  port  of  Algofiras,  under  pretence 
of  entering  a  blockaded  port  in  which  ftate 
they  have  declared  Gibraltar,  although 
they  Live  only  a  few  gun-boats,  which 
otcafionly  attack  the  vcffels  in  the  bay, 
and  capture  defencelefs  neutrals.  On 
receipt  of  their  letter  I  fent  a  boat 
on  thore  with  a  letter  to  the  commander 
of  the  veffelKwho  refides  on  fhore)  repre- 
fenting  that  the  Americans  knew  not  of 
the  blockade  of  Gibralter— -.o.ile^untly 


cotild  not  be  fubjed  to  feizure,  and  that 
their  objed,  generally,  in  going  to  that 
port,  was  to  gain  information  (or  convoy) 
to  proted  them  againft  the  Tripolir.es. 

"  I  alfo  direded  the  officer  charged 
with  this  bulinefs  to  make  enquiry  re  ped- 
ing  the  conveniency  of  watering  and  ob- 
taining refreftiments  ;  procuring  thofe 
articles  at  Barbary  is  inconvenient,  and 
attended  with  danger.  The  letter  was 
replied  to  by  the  judge  of  the  Admiralty, 
(a  tranflation  1  have  not  yet  been  able  to 
cfcnjplete,  confequently  cannot  enclofe  it) 
but  the  fubftance  is,  that  the  caufes  now 
depending  fliould  be  attended  to  imparti- 
ally, andthat  noveffelshad  been  condemn- 
ed that  had  not  on  board  goods  conf gjd  to 
Gibraltar.  He  would  lay  before  the  King 
my  letter  refpeding  the  purpofe  for  which 
the  Americans  were  generally  going  to 
Gibraltar." 

We  have  feen  a  letter  from  Cronftadt, 
Ruflia,  dated  Aug.  28th,  which  mentions, 
that  adive  preparations  for  war  were  ma- 
king at  that  port  ;  and  that  the  Emperor 
had'juft  prohibited  the  exportation  of  tim- 
ber, deals,  &c.  to  England.  In  a  Lon- 
don paper  of  Sept.  1,  we  find  the  follow- 
ing article,  which  may  ferve  as  explana- 
tory of  the  above  ; —  » 

A  letter  from  Peterfburgh,  dated  July 
23,  fays,  The  Admiralty  have  not  yet 
come  to  any  determination  relative  to  the 
Deal  bulinefs  ;  and  although  feveral  Ihips 
are  waiting,  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to 
obtain  permiffion  to  load  off  the  quantity 
reniainiiig  from  laft  year,  even  with  an 
llofl^ce  to  them  of  one  fifth  part.

An  interesting  account  or  thi 
IMMENSE  SALT-MINES 
OF  POLAND. 

THE  Salt-mines  of  this  country  are 
ftriking  objeds  of  natural  curiofity. — 
Thefe  are  wonderful  cave:  ni,  feveral  hun- 
dred yards  deep,  at  the  bottom  of  which, 
are  many  intricate  windings  and  laby- 
rinths. Out  of  thefe  are  dug  four  differ- 
ent kinds  of  fait  ;  one  extremely  hard,  like 
cryftal;  another  fofter,  but  clearer  ;  a 
third  white,  but  brittle  ;  thefe  are  all 
orackilh,  but  the  fourth  is  fomewhat  frefli- 
er.  Thefe  four  kinds  are  dug  in  differ- 
ent mines  near  the  city  of  Cracow  ;  on 
one  tide  of  them  is  a  ftrcam  of  fait  water  ; 
and  on  the  other,  oge  of  frelh. — The  re- 
venue ariiing  from  fofe  and  other  laic 
■uines  is  very  confiderable,  and  formed 
part  of  the  royal  revenue.,  till  they  were 
leized  by  the  Emperor,  being  fituatetf* 
within  the  provinces  which  he  difmem- 
bered  from  Poland  ;  the  annual  average 
profit  of  that  of  VVielitfka  was  3,500^000 
i'olilh  florins,  or  97,2221.  43.  Cd.  turfing. 
The  latter,  indeed,  is  the  moft  conlulcra- 
ble  fait  mine  in  the  world,  and  from  it  a 
great  part  of  the  continent  is  lupplied 
with  that  article.  Wielitlka  is  a  fmall  • 
town  about  tight  miles  fron  Cracow  : — 
The  mi^  is  excavated  in  a  ridge  of  hills  . 
at  the  ^northern  extremity  of  the  chain 
which  joins  to  the  Carpathian  mountains, 
+and  has  been  wrought  above  fix  hundred 
years  j  for  they  are  mentioned  in  the  Po- 
lifh  annals  fo  early  as  1237,  under  Bole- 
flaus  the  Chafte,  and  not  then  as  a  new 
difcovery  ;  how  much  earlier  they  were 
Known  cannot  be  afcertained. 

There  are  eight  openings  or  defcents 
into  this  mine  ;  fix  in  the  fields  and  two 
in  the  town  itfclf ;  which  are  moftly  ufed  J 
in  letting  down  the  workmen,  and  taking  V 
up  the  fait  ;  the  others  being  chiefly  ufeci  N 
for  letting  in  wood  and  other  necelfaries. 

The  openings  3re  five  feet  fquare,  and 
and  about  four  wide  ;  they  are  lined  thro'- 
out  with  timber,  and  at  the  top  of  each 
there  is  a  large  wheel  with  a  rope  as  thick 
as  a  cable, by  which  things  are  let  down, 
and  drawn  up  ;  and  this  is  worked  by  a 
horfe.  When  a  ftranger  has  the  curiofi- 
olity  to  fee  the  works,  he  muft  defcendby 
one  of  thefe  holes ;  he  is  firll  to  put  on  a 
miner's  coat  over  his  clothes,  and  then 
being  led  to  the  mouth  of  the  hole  by  t 
miner  who  ferves  for  a  guide,  the  miner 
fallens  a  fmaller  rope  to  the  large  one, 
and  ties  it  abojt  himfelf  ;  he  fits  in  this, 
and  taking  the  ftranger  in  his  lap,  gives 
the  fign  to  be  let  doivn. — When  feveral 
go  down  together,  the  cult  Ota  is,  that 
when  the,firll  is  down  about  three  yards, 
the  wheel  flops,  and  another  miner  takes 
another  in  his  lap,  and  delcends  about 
three  yards  farther  ;  the  wheel  then  flops 
for  another  pair,  and  fo  on  till  the  wholj 
company  are  feated,  then  the  wheel  is  a- 
gain  worked,  and  the  whole  firing  of  ad- 
venturers are  let  down  together.  It  is 
not  an  uncommon  thing  for  forty  people 
to  go  down  in  this  manner.  When  ths 
wheel  is  finally  fet  a-going,  it  never  Hops 
till  they  are  all  down  ;  and  it  is  a  very 
uncomfortable  time,  while  they -all  recoi- 
led that  their  lives  depend  on  the  good- 
nefs  of  the  rope.  They  are  carried  down 
a  narrow  and  dark  well  to  the  depth  of  fix 
hundred  feet  perpendicular  ;  this  is  in 
reality  an  immenfe  depth,  but  the  ter- 
ror ancl  tedioufnefs  of  the  defcent  makes 
it  appear  to  moft  people  vaftly  more  (fan, 
it  is.  As  foon  as  the  firft  miner  touches 
ground  at  the  bottom,  he  fiips  out  of  the  • 
rope,  and  fets  his  companion  upon  his 
legs,  and  the  rope  continusdefcending  till 
all  the  reft  do  the  fame. 

The  place  where  they  are  fet  down  ic 
perfedly  dark,  but  the  miners  ftrike  fire, 
and  lights  a  fmall  lamp,  by  means  of  which 
(each  taking  the  ftranger  he  has  care  of 
by  the  arm)  they  lead  them  thro'  a  num- 
ber of  ftrange  paffages,  and  meanders,  all 
defcending  lower  and  lower,  till  they  com© 
to  erertain  ladders,  by  which  they  defcend 
an  nrrtcenfe  depth,  and  this  thro'  paffages 
perfedly  dark.  The  damp,  cold  and  dark- 
nefs  of  thefe  places,  and  the  horror  of  be- 
ing fo  many  yards  under  ground,  gener- 
ally make  ftr angers  heartily  repent  before 
they  get  thus  far  ,  hut  when  at  bottom  they 
are  well  rewarded  for  their  pains,  by  a 


i«jht  that  could  never  have  bee*  expected 
after  to  much  horror. 

At  the  bottom  of  the  laft  ladder,  the 
ftranger  is  received  in  a  final!  dark  cavern 
walled  up  perfectly  clofe  on  all  fides.  To 
encreafe  the  terror  of  the  fcenc,  it  is  u- 
fual  for  the  guide  to  pretend  the  utmoft 
terror  on  the  apprehenfion  of  his  lamp  go- 
ing out,  declaring  they  muft  perilli  in  the 
mazes  of  the  mine  if  it  did.  When  arri- 
ved in  this  dreary  chamber,  he  puti  out 
his  li^ht,  as  if  by  accident,  and  after 
much  cant,  catches  the  granger  by  the 
hand,  and  drags  him  through  a  narrow 
creek  in  the  InMkoffche  mint,  when  there 
burfts  at  once^jjnws  view  a  new  world, 
the  lultre  of  which  is  fcarcely  to  be  ima- 
«4ne<A  It  is  a  fpacious  plain  containing 
%Vhpje  people,  a  kind  of  fubterraneous 
republic,  with  houfes,  carnages,  roaJs, 
tic. — This  is  wholly  fcooped  out  of  one 
vaft  bed  of  fait,  which  is  all  hard  rock,  as 
bright  and  glittering  as  cryftal,  and  the 
whole  fpace  before  him  is  formed  of  lofty 
arched  vaults,  fupported  by  columns  of 
fait  and  roofed  with  the  fame,  fo  that  the 
columns,  and  indeed  the  whole  fabric, 
feeni  compoled  of  the  pureft  cryftal. 

They  have  many  public  lights  in  this 
place  continually  burning  for  the  general 
life,  and  the  blaze  of  thole  rtflec~led  from 
every  part  of  the  mine,  gives  a  more  glit- 
tering profpecl  than  any  thing  above 
ground  can  poflibly  exhibit.  Were  this 
the  whole  beauty|tf£he  fpot,  it  were  fuffi- 
cient  to  attracljH»oiKter  ;  but  this  is 
only  a  ft  nail  P^^HM^e  ^ift  (though  ge- 
nerally clear  ant^tfnght  as  cryftal)  is  In 
fe  me  plates  tinged  with  all  the  colours 
of  precious  Hones,  as  blue,  yellow,  pur- 
ple and  green;  there  are  numerous  co- 
ltunns  wholly  compofed  of  thtfe  kinds, 
ty  look  like  malTes  of  rubies,  erne- 
uhylts  and  fapphires,  darting  a 
IrlCe  which  the  eye  can  hardly  bear, 
and  has  given  many  people  occalion  to 
co  np  i  e  it  to  the  fuppofed  magnificence 
of  Heaven. 

Uefiiss  the  variety  of  forms  in  thefe 
vaults,  tables,  arches,  and  columns  which 
are  framed  is  they  dig  out  the  fait  for  the 
pnrpofe  ofkeoping  up  the  roof,  there  is  a 
vaft  variety  of  others,  grotefque  and  finely 
figured,  the  work  of  nature,  and  thefe  are 
generally  of  the  pureft  and  brighteli  fait. 

The  roofs  of  the  arches  are  in  many 
places  full  of  fait,  hanging  pendent  from 
the  top  in  the  form  of  icicles,  and  having 
all  the  hues  and  colours  of  the  rainbow  ; 
the  walks  are  covered  with  varies  con- 
gelations of  the  fame  kind,  and  t%lveW 
floors,  when  not  too  much  trodden  and 
battered,  are  covered  with  globules  of  the 
fame  fort  of  beautiful  materials. 

In  various  parts  of  this  fpacious  plain, 
ftand  the  huts  of  the  miners  and  families 
— fome  Handing  finglc,  and  others  in  cluf- 
ters  like  villages.  They  have  very  li i Lie 
communication  with  the  world  above 
ground, and  many  hundreds  of  people  are 
(  born  and  live  all  their  lives  here. 
»  U'hrough  the  midft  of  this  plain  lies  the 
gr\t  road  to  the  mouth  of  the  mine.  This 
road  is  always  filled  with  carriages, load- 
eel  with  fait  out  of  the  farther!!  part  of  the 
mine,  and  carrying  them  to  the  place 
where  the  rope  belonging  to  the  wheel 
receives  them  ;  the  drivers  of  thefe  carri- 
Mfes  are  all  merry  and  fing'.ng,  and  th- 
fSl  leoks  li!;e  a  load  of  gems.  The  hoi  f- 
es  kept  here  are  a  very  great  number,  and 
v/hen  once  let  down,  they  never  fee  the 
daylight  again  ;  but  fome  of  the  men  take 
frequent  occaiions  of  going  up  and  breath- 
ing the  frelh  air.  The  inltruments  prin- 
cipally ufed  by  the  miners,  are  pie'e-axes, 
hammers  and  chillels  ;  with  thefe  they 
di  •  out  the  fait  in  the  form  of  cylinders, 
each  of  manv  hundred  weight.  This  is 
found  the  mxt  convenient  method,  of  get- 
f in  5  them  out  of  the  mine,  and  foon  as 
jot  tbove  ground,  they  fcre  broken  into 
fm  I]  pieces,  and  fent  to  the  mills,  where 
they  are  ground  to  powder.  The  fined 
fort  of  the  fait  is  frequently  cut  into  toys, 
a  id  often  paiTes  for  real  cryftal.  This 
h  ad  kind  nukes  a  grealfpaU  of  the  floor 
of  the  mine  ;  and  what  i4L^(l  furprizing 
in  the  whole  place  is,  tlrat  there  runs 
conftantly  over  this,  and  through  a  large 
part  of  th-'  mine,  a  fprlng  of  frefh  water 
fufficient  tofupply  the  inhabitants  &  their 
loVft-s,  f°  thft  they  need  not  have  any 
Train  above  ground.  The  horfes  ufu  ilk 
grow  blind  after  they  have  been  fome  lit 
tie  time  in  the  mine,  but  they  do  as  well 
forfervice  afterwards  as  before. 

After  admiring  the  w  >nders  of  this  a- 
mazing  place,  it  is  no 'very  comfortable 
remembrance  to  the  ftranger,  that  he  is 
to  go  back  again  thro'  the  fame  difmal 
wJi'.heiainci  and  indeed  the  journey  is 
not\Au«*befter  than,  the  profpett  :  the 
on!v\\s  o-f  getting  up  is  by  the  rope, 
and  little  more  ceremony  is.uftdin  the 
journey  than  in  the  drawing  up  of  a  pieci 
.  cffalt. 

The  fait  dug  from  this  mine  is  called 
7.iebna,  or  Green  Silt  ;  but  for  what  rea- 
son it  is  difficult  to  determine,  its  colour 
being  an  iron  grey  ;  when  pounded  it  lias 


aylirtyafh  colour,  like  what  we  call  brown 
faVtoC'The  mine  appears  to  be  inexhauft- 
ajjB,^  will  cafily  be  conceived  from  the 
fpl»wirig  account  of  its  dimenfiors,  given 
by  Mr.  Boxe  : — Its  known  braedih  (fays 
he)  is  one  thoufand  one  hundred  aiul  for- 
to-five  feet,  its  length  fix  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  ninety-three  feet,  and  depth 
feven  hundred  and  forty-three;  this,  how- 
ever, is  to  be  underftood  only  of  the  part 
which  has  been  actually  worked  ;  as  to 
the  real  depth,  or  longitudinal  extent  of 
the  mine,  it  is  inipoflible  to  conjecture.

LONDON,  Sept.  17.

•  mean  time  the  republican  troops  continue 
to  enter  Spain  by  the  way  of NgXyonne, 
and  their  army,  which  is  again  aVp4oach- 
ing  the  frontiers  of  Portugal,  is  ftated  at 
no  lei's  than  35,000  men.  The  principal 
part  of  the  bpanifli  forces  employed  in 
the<campaigii  of  Portugal  have  been  dif- 
banftd,  and  the  general  ftaff  fuppreffed. 

A\>tder  received  from  Hamburg  by 
one  of  the  laft  mails,  mentions  as  follows  : 
— "  The  laft  news  from  Paris  gives  con- 
liderable  unealinels  to  our  city.  It  will 
be  recollected,  that  the  duputation  of  our 
fenate  to  Buonaparte,  conlifting  of  Syn- 
dicus  Doormann,  Doctor  Meyer,  &c.  for 
the  removing  of  the  mifunderftan.ling  be- 
tween us  and  Prance,  has  been  tfiere  for 
thefe  laft  fix  months,  without  hiving  an 
audience.  The  conful  has  had  it  intima- 
ted to  our  embalTy,  that  all  our  attempts, 
will  be  fruitlels  ;  that  he  neve*-%vould 
forget  Hamburgh'spartiality  for*England, 
nor  their  behavior  in  the  affair  of  Nap- 
per  Tandy,  and  that  they  mull  hold 
themfelves  ready  to  depart.  However, 
we  do  every  thing  that  is  poffible  to  at- 
tain our  object." 

September  18. 
This  morning  arrived  the 
mail  due  latt  Weduefday. 

Several  accounts  received  at  Conftan- 
tinople,  between  the  ill  and  icrji  of  laft 
month,  confirm  the  intelligerfce,  previ- 
oully  announced,  that  Menou  lid  retuf- 
ed  the  capitulation  offered  to  hTO  by  the 
coiivention  of  Cairo.  The  Turkilh  for- 
ces were  expecled  to  arrive  in  the  vici- 
nity of  Alexandria  before  the  beginning 
of  laft  month  ;  but  we  learn  with  regret 
that  a  m Hinder  landing  which  may  have 
oeen  productive  of  dilajreeable  confe- 
quences,  had  taken  p^ffe  between  the 
Grand  Vizier  and  the  Captain  Pacha, 
with  refpect  to  the  right  of  precedence. 

The  emperor  Alexander  has  refufed  U. 
acknowledge  the  king  of  F.truria,  art'' 
difpatched  an  amballador  to  the  gram: 
duke  of  Tufcany. 

A  difference  of  opinion,  on  the  fubjeel 
of  negociation,  has  certainly  taken  place 
between  two  leading  members  of  the  ca- 
binet. 

September  19. 

The  members  who  attended  the  cabi 
net  council  held  yelterday,  at  Ion, 
Hiwkelbury's  office,  were  his  lordflii j 
earl  St.  Vincent,  the  duke  of  Portland  ; 
the  lord  chancellor,  lords  Hobert  and 
Pelha  n,  and  Mr.  Addington.  The  dif- 
cullions  lafted  longej^rhan  on  any  former 
occalion  fince  the  commencement  of  the 
negociations,  an  exprefs  was  immediate 
ly  difjpatcr.ed  with  the  refultsto  his  ma- 
jelty  51  Weymouth. 

T%r»rumour,  in  circulation,  both  yef- 
terday  eveningand  this  morning,  that  the 
negociation  was  actually  broken  ofF,  is 
like  the  many  idle  conjectures  with  which 
the  public  have  been  deluded  for  many 
weeks.  We  can  pofitive^y  ftate,  tha't 
previoufly  to  the  affembling  of  the  coun- 
cil, a  conference  took  place  between 
lord Hawkefbury  and  M.  Otto.

PariVpaters  to  the  17th  inft. 

They  are  deftitute  of  all  interefting 
intelligence. 

The  French  funds  have  again  rifen. — 
The  Tiers  Confolides  left  off  on  the  15th 
at  48  3-4. 

By  the  flagof  truce,  which  brought  the 
Paris  journals,  difpatches  from  the 
French  minifter  for  foreign  affairs 
were  tranfmited  to  M.  Otto.  • 

IVe  nnderftand  that  three  regime nts 
of  infantry  are  to  be  fent  with  all  poffible 
difpatch  to  Gibraltar.  They  are  deltin- 
ed  to  replace  three  regiments  belonging 
to  that  garrifon,  which  are  to  be  convey- 
ed to  Egypt  in  the  tranfports  that  take 
out  the  former. 

The  following  article  relative  to  Alex- 
andria is  from  the  Clef  du  Cabinet  

"  At  the  moment  when  v*e  riad  in  certain 
journals  articles  relativeVdrEgypt,  ex- 
tracted from  German  Gazetts,  we  have 
under  our  eyes  letters  from  Alexandria, 
dated  Auguft  10  which  confirm  the  re- 
ports circulated  in  London  or  Ritifbon. 
The  joy  at  Constantinople  appears  to 


have  berri  of  fhort  duration.  It  is«n- 
tircly  falfe  that  Alexandria  is  ill  pro- 
vided either  with  men  or  arms.  Ami 
the  accounts  that  arrive  directly  confirm' 
the  news  which  have  been  officially 
publilhed." 

HAMBURGH,  September  Ti. 

A  rumor  has  prevailed  here  for  feveral 
days,  that  England  has  refufed  to  deliver 
up  the  Danilh  Weft  India  iflancTs^till 
Denmark  fhall  indemnify  the  city  of 
Hamburgh  for  all  the  expences  it  fullain- 
ed  in  confequence  of  the  late  unprovoked 
invafion.  England  is  alfo  laid  to  have 
demanded  the  difmiffal  of  Prince  Charle* 
of  HefTe  from  his  dignity  of  Danilh  Field 
Mardiall  and  commander  in  chief. 

Letters  from  Peterfburg,  of  the  25th 
ult.  bring  a  variety  of  details,  from  which 
it  plainly  appears  that  citizen  Duroc  has 
been  totally  unfuccefsful  in  his  minion, 
and  that  he  is  not  to  go  to  the  corronati- 
on  at  Mufcow.  Though  vefted  with  the 
powers  of  a  French  ambaflauor,  he  was 
obliged  to  advertile  himfelf  among  the  lift 
of  other  adventurers,  who  intended  to 
quit  the  capitol  of  Rulfia.  In  his  public 
notice,  he  afTumes  the  title  of  "  Citizen 
Duroc,  adjutant  of  the  Firft  Coni'ui,  Bu- 
onaparte." 

A  great  change  in  the  politics  ofRuflia 
is  expected  to  take  place  before  next, 
fpring.

For  near  three  centuries  after  the'  con- 
quefts  of  Amrow,the  Saracen9  were  pow- 
erful, and  carried  their  conquefts  into  the 
heart  of  France.  Whilll  they  reigned 
tindifputed  makers  of  Egypt,  but  funk 
in'floth,  and  Ihut  up  in  their  palaces  at 
Cairo,  thofe  invincible  Sovereigns  be- 
came, in  time,  the  flaves  of  the  Viziers, 
and  the  country  giadualltcfell  to  decay  ; 
When,  in  the  year  1 17  i,T|aiiraden,  Sul- 
tan of  Damal'cus,  conquerea  the  country, 
and  placed  his  fon  Saladin  the  Great,  on 
the  throne.  This  was  the  monarch  who 
fortified  Cairo* 

In  the  year  1218,  when  the  mad  zeal 
of  the  Croil'ades,  for  the  fifth  time,  led 
the  Chriftians  to  the  Eaft,  an  army  of 
-  aoo,ooo  men  was  landed  at  the  mouth  of 
lhe  Nile.  Damietta  was  taken,  but  foon 
after  abandoned  ;  and  the  unfortunate 
end  of  that  mad  expedition  is  well  known. 

In  1218,  another  expedition,  under 
Louis  the  9th,  compofed  of  an  army  of 
more  than  100,000  men,  landed  from 
1800  velTels  at  the  fame  plac"e,  and  agair, 
took  Damietta  ;  but  the  plague  deftroyed 
a  gre^t  part  of  his  army,  and  he  himfelf 
was  taicen  prifoner.  The  price  of  this 
Monarch's  liberty  wa*  the  reftitution  of 
Damietta,  4000  peices  of  gold,  and  the 
evacuation  of  Egypt  by  the  French  army, 
which  retired  into  Palatine. 

The  victory  gained  over  Louis,  was  j 
lhe  lift  obtained  by  the  Princes  of  the  I 
Houfe.,  of  Saladin,  who  were  dethroned 
foon  after  by  the  Mamelukes,  who  have 
ever  fmcc  governed  Egypt  with  more  or 
I«fs  fuccefs,  until  the  debarkation  of  Buo- 
naparte, at  the  head  of  a  French  army, 
in  1797,  who  entered  Alexandria  with  a 
facility,  in  fome  degree,  equal  to  that 
which  Amrow  threatened  and  intended, 
when,  about  1000  years  ago,  he  difmantled 
that  famous  city. 

Since  the  French  obtained  poflfeflion, 
they  have  fortified  the  plac$,  of  which, 
a*  before  obferved,the  natural  pofition  is 
uncommon  ally  ftrong,  and  which  is  now 
argain  beficged  ;  but,  being  blockaded  by 
fea  as.well  as  by  land,  the  fafety  of  the 
city  muft  depend  on  the  exertion  of  the 
French  army  without,  or  of  its  fleets,  as 
fsmine,  which  no  valor  can  withftand  nor 
fortitude  overcome,  muft  foon  reduce  the 
garrifon  to  the  neceflity  of  furrender. 

Ever  fince  the  time  Amrow  difmantled 
\hwtandiia,  as  a  city  of  ftrength,  it  has 
en  of  no  importance  ;  but  as  a  comme  * 
'  .ind  wealthy  city,  it  continued  great. 
jUhe  Portnguefe  difcovered  the  paf 
0  the  Eai' -Indies,  by  doubling  the 


Cape  of  Good  Hope  ;  fince  which  time, 
it  has  become  an  old,  ruinous,  and  negkct- 
Pcity.  Stripped  by  time,  and  its  nume- 
TC<«S  viciflitudes,  even  .of  the  ruins  of  its 
ancient  grandeur,  nothing  remains  but 
fuch  few  monuments  as  ftrength  can 
fcarely. remove,  and  time  cannot  decay. 

'l'he  4CI  line  of  Alexandria,  however, 
it  is  clear,  could  not  have  been  accom- 
plillied,  merely,  by  the  rout  to  India  be- 
ing changed  ;  the  bad  government  and 
degradation  of  the  people  of  the  country 
were  neceflury  to  have  reduced  it  to  the 
miferable  ftate  in  which  it  was  found 
by- the  French,  whofe  project  wa* 
by  no  mean3  l'o  wild  or  unfound- 
ed, ai  many  perfons  affected  to  coii- 
fider  it.  The  reduction  of  that  place, 
now,  is  a  very  important  object,  and, 
fortunately,  it  appears  the  only  one 
neceffary  to  pave  the  way  to  peace,  and 
not  to  be  at  any  great  diftance. 

GRAND  CAIRO, 

Is  a  ver<-  large  and  populous  city,  and 
the  ftreets  are  io  crouded  that  it  is  difli- 
cult  to  pals  along.  Thi*  \»  attributed  to 
fe.veral  -families  living  in  one  houfe,  and 
a  number  of  people  in  each  room,  which 
is  faid  to  be  the  principal  cauie  of  the 
plague.  The  ftreets  too  are  very  nan  ow, 
and  look  like  lanes.  Cairo  conlifts  of  three 
towns,  about  a  mile  apart :  Old  Cairo, 
New  Cairo,  and  the  part  termed  Eillac. 
Old  Cairo  is  reduced  to  a  fmall  place, 
though  it  is  the  harbor  for  boats  that 
come  from  Upper  Egypt.  It  was  built 
in  795,  aud  was  a  place  of  very  confider- 
able  trade  before  the  difcovery  of  the  jg*oe 
of  Good  Hope-. 

SCHUYLKILL  BRIDGE. 

The  Eaftcrn  Water  Pier  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill Permanent  Bridge,  was  on  Saturday 
laft  expofed  from  the  bottom  of  the  river 
to  the  view  of  the  Prefident  andDiiectois 
of  the  Company,  and  a  great  number  of 
other  refpectable  citizens.  The  Coffer- 
dam was  pumped  out,  for  the  purpofe  of 
examining  the  work,  and  the  part  of  the 
bed  of  the  river  contained  within  the  dam 
laid  entirely  bare. 

This  is  the  firft  undertaking  of  the  kind 
ever  attempted  in  America.  It  has  been 
completed  in  fix  weeks,  from  the  laying 
the  firft  (lone.  Many  difficulties  have 
attended  the  execution,  elpetially  in  the 
Coffer-dam,  all  of  which  have  been  hap- 
pily furmounted. 

The  foundation  of  this  extraordinary- 
work,  has  been  laid  in  a  rapid  river  ;  and 
the  mafonry  carried  on,  wit.lout  inter- 
ruption, in  a  depth  of  water  of  from  twen- 
ty-two to  twenty-four  feet.  The  lower 
courfe  of  ftone  is  bedded,  anddowelled  01 
bolted  with  iron  in  the  folidrock.  The 
exterior  coutfes  of  cut  ftone,  are  laid  in 
turret  morter,  (which  is  found  to  be  al- 
ready compleatlv  inundated  under  water) 
and  clamped  horizontally  at  the  joints, 
with  iron.  The  filling  of  the  interior  is 
compofed  of  immenfe  nialfive  ftones  ;  ma- 
ny whereof  weigh  from  three  to  fix  tons  ; 
well  bedded  in  morter  of  common  lime 
and  fand,  and  grouted*  The  ends  are  fi- 
mi-circular. —  The  Piers  fixty-eight  feet 
fix  inches  long,  at  the  foundation  ;  and 
twenty-eight  feet  eight  inches  broad.  It 
diminiflies  by  ftept  or  offsets,  whereof 
there  are  three,  until  it  takes  the  dimen 
fions  which  appear  above  water,  of  fix  in- 
ches in  length,  and  twenty-five  feet  in 
thicknefs.  There  are  four  ftrong  chains 
of  iron  ftretched  acrofs  the  Pier,  at  pro- 
per diftances,  bolted  and  worked  in  vvilh 
the  body  of  the  mafonry. 

It  is  now  raifed  three  feet  eight  inches 
above  common  low  water  mark  ;  being 
the  height  of  the  intended  arches.  The 
Coffer-dam  will  be  removed,  and  the  pier 
left,  through  the  winter,  in  its  prefent 
ftate.
